Act  ”; 

Shops  where  any  new  motor- vehicle  is 
offered  or  displayed  for  sale;  and  for 
the  purpose  of  this  regulation  a  new 
motor-vehicle  means  one  that  has  not 
been  operated  on  the  highways  of  this 
Province  and  for  which  no  licence  has 
been  issued  to  the  owner  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act 

(c.)  Shops  where  motor-car  parts  are  sold 
or  offered  or  displayed  for  sale  by 
wholesalers; 

upon  the  following  conditions  and  restric¬ 
tions  : — 

Saturday  in  each  week  is  hereby  fixed  for 
the  weekly  half-holiday  to  be  observed  with 
l'espect  to  the  shops  referred  to  in  clauses  (a), 
(b) ,  and  (c)  hereof,  and  all  such  shops  shall 
be  closed  for  the  serving  of  customers  not  later 
than  1  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Saturday  in 
every  week,  and  shall  remain  so  closed  until

such  shop  shall  require  or  permit  any  of  his 
employees  to  remain  or  work  in  such  shop  after 
1.30  o’clock  Saturday  afternoon:  Provided 
always  that  in  any  shop  referred  to  in  clauses 
(a)  or  ( b )  above  one  or  more  persons,  either 
employers  or  employees,  may  remain  on  the 
premises  after  the  said  hour  of  1.30  o’clock  in 
the  afternoon  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  sale 
of  gasoline,  oil,  or  anti-freeze,  for  the  purpose 
of  lubricating  and  greasing  any  motor-vehicle, 
making  battery  changes  and  sales  of  batteries, 
changing,  repairing,  and  (or)  selling  tires, 
replacing  head-light  and  other  globes,  fuses, 
spark-plugs,  fan-belts,  and  (or)  wind-shield 
wipers,  selling  and  (or)  demonstrating  used 
motor- vehicles,  receiving  for  storage  and  (or) 
releasing  from  storage  any  motor-vehicle,  and 
affording  wrecking  and  towing  service,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  effecting  any  minor  mechanical

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if. there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary.
